The 
purpose of depreciation is not 
only to show buildings, ma- 
chinery and plant at their pro- 
per value at a given date, but 
to accumulate replacement re- 
serves, Depreciation reserves 
and replacement funds should 
at any time be adequate 
to replacement prices, and if 
the latter increase, allocations 
must be increased accordingly. 
‘A departure from the present 
rules of depreciation would be 
less imperative if there were @ 
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proper management and 
vestment in order not to allow 
them to become factors con- 
tributing to further inflation. 


Fixed assets normally 
a major part of the capital em- 
pleyed, agd machinery repre- 
sents the major part of the 
fixed assets. The dollar value, 
for instance, of textile machin- 
ery supplied by the U.S.A. as 
reeentiy as 1946 or 1947, when 
price control was stil] in force, 
fs now up to three times the 
original cost. Foreign currency 
for such purchases was ailo- 
cated at the official rate of 
exchange and therefore, even 
taking into account the in; 
adequacy of depreciation re- 
serves the actual value of 
such equipment exceeded by 
several hundred per cent its 
beok value. But whereas up to 
now developments have led to 
a stabilic&tion of the value of 
the capital invested, this in- 
vestment will rapidly decline 
in value if no provision is 
made for the accumulation of 
sufficient replacement reserves. 
At the same time, this is the 
only way to give the share- 
holder an adequate return for 
his investment, calculated on 
its stabilized and not on a 
purely nominal value. , 
Cases of profiteering have per- 
hape diverted the attention of 
the public acd of Gevernment 
from the fact that shareholders 
im uondertakings whe are ¢co- 
eperating iWwyalliy with Gevern- 
ment in ite fight arainst ‘nfia- 
tien, are comparatively much 
worse off than & wage earner.

The Nationa! Interest 
Any industry whose develop- 
ment depends upon local and 
foreign investment, must prove 
that its shares are a safe in- 
vestment, that they have in- 
trinsic. value and that . their 
yield of dividend is reasonable. 
Any failure of Government to 
meet this fundamental require- 
nent must eventually en- 
danger the development of our 
industry. Large concerns ab- 
road have quite openly express- 
ed this view to our authorities. 


What is accepted as wun--
